THEY NUMBER THIRTY-TWO 


And Amongst Them Men of all 
Ranks and Positions in Life—Since 
Their Arrival They Have Made Many 
Friends—Songs, Speeches and a 
“Way-Up” Dinner Much Enjoyed 


Over a hundred gentlemen responded 
to the invitation of the Yukon Valiey 
Prospecting and Mining Company to 
attend the banquet at the Queen's 
hotel on Saturday night, The dinin 
room was most artistically arrange:

As the train sped through the United 
States we looked for the line that 
separates the two countries, but we 
looked in vain, Someone asked one of 
the trainmen to show us the line, and 
he pointed his finger at a post; and, 
gentlemen, I am glad to say that 
nothing buta small post, an_imagin- 
ary line, separates the United States 
from Canada, and when we had 
crossed the; line we found that noth- 
ing separated us, and the reception we 
received I arm glad to say proves to us 
we are brothers indeed, Though in 
Calgary, we feel at home asat our own 
firesides{ and gentlemen in behalf of 
of my comrades I wish to express our 
profound gratitude for the courtesies 
shown us whilein(applanse) your midst,

few hundred dollars spent 
advertising or getting out a 
pam phiet for free distribution, would 
not only influence parties who know 
nothing about the Calgary-Edmonton 
route, but would be the means of 
stopping a lot of Klondykers who are 
taking the Coast route.

those who are in to prevent at all 
hazards their being supplanted by 
those who are not, constitute the 
whole aim and object of so-called 
Canadian statesmanship, and the 
welfare of the covntry must be 
made subserviant to the main- 
tenance of power at any price. 
Never in the history of Canada 
has such an opportunity presen 
itself, as exists today. The devel- 
opment of the North West has been 
for years a stereotyped expression 
in the mouths of public men of all 
polisoal creed. Policy after policy 
‘or the advancement of immuigzra- 
tion has been initiated for the 
purpose of attracting settlers to 
be Territoriss, and although the 
country itselt is all that could be 
desired, and although enormous 
sums of money have beenexpended 
on its Gevelopment, yet the settle- 
ment has incres only to an 
extent entirely incommensurate to 
oe Seoutte and exponse attendant 
on it. 
Now comes the news that the 
country yy, eg the north of the 
district of Albe:ta and east of the 


Rocky Mountains ig one magni- 
ficent gold bearing tract, and as a 
natural consequence the eyes of 
the world are turned in our 
direction. Now, surely, we have 
a means of filling up this country, 
far more potent than all the 
money and schemes and policies 
and agencies for the promotion of 
immigration that have ever been 
utilized tc settle the North West. 
Allthatwasrequired wasamoderate 
expenditure in order to enable the 
crowds to get in and ordinary 
decency in their treatment after 


they came, 


How has the government availed 
itself of this golden opportunity? 
What has been done either by ex- 
penditure of money or by honest 
description to divert the traffic 
into Canada and to enable the pro- 
ducers of the west to reach the 
market which is theirs according 
to the laws of nature. Nothing— 
nbsolutely uothing, except to give 
Canada the cold shoulder, to 
helittle the Alberta route, to 
axgrandize the cities on the Pacific 
const of the United States by the 
enforced diversion of traffic from 
ite natural course. I'he Magnates 
are on top-— more firmly entrenched 
than ever. The rapacious maw of 


the charter monger and the 
railroad siave driver needs to be 


| glatted once more and the strong 


and pure government of this 
Dominion forthwith flings every 
vestige of principle to the winds, 
and hastens to supply a victim. 
And this time, the victim is no lees 
than Canada herself. The great 
North West, which is her very 
heart, is now st the mercy of the 
schemer and the traitor. The 
country is lied about, her resources 


are belittled, her superiority is} qi 


denied, and her people neglected 
by those whoze duty it should be 
toadvance her interests. 

Can it be wondered at if the 
miner, who having secured kis 
little claim uses the whole energy 
of his body to extract the precious 
metal from the frozen earth, will 
stand quietly by and submit to 
the imposition of a royalty 
amounting to 10 per cent of the 
result of This labour, while Mann 
and McKenzie are made the 
absolute owners of two and a 
quarter millions of acres of 
valuable mining lands, subject to 
a royalty ot only one per cent, 
besides being presented with an 
enormously valuable franchise as 
well as a huge monopoly, not to 
speak of a cash bonus of pearly 
$300,000 on the side from Britis 
Columbia? 

Canit be wondered at if those 
who are interested in the North 
West routes, to whom even a 
crumb from the bounteous table of 
Mann and McKenzie would mean 
life aud strength, should become 
desperate under their treatment 
by the government and forget 
their allegiance to their countr y in 
their just indignation against 
those who are despoiling them? 

The position has to be faced 
squarely. There is no time for 
beating about the bush, The 
sooner that we are conyinced of 
the worst, the sooner shall we 
show to the civilized world that 
there is still in Canada*the same 
spirit which has made thls country 
what it is, a spirit of true 
patriotism which will cause all 
honest men to unite for the pro- 
tection of their country. 


“4A NATION OF OFFICE 
HOLDERS” 


Under this heading in the 
Toronto Weekly Sun, Professor 
Goldwin Smith ably discusses the 
machinery of govecnment in 
Canada, which seems to involve 
the expenditure of an enormous 
sum of money:.annually which 
might be spent in many cases 
to much greater advantage. 
Applying the Professor's argument 
to the North West Territories, 
when one considers the amount 
ov out in salaries to officials and 
ndemnities to members, and com- 
pare the expenditure with the 
practical results of {the delibera- 
tions of our legislators, there 
seems to bea great deal of doubt 
as to whether we are getting fair 
value for our money. Professor 
Smith's views, which will meet the 
endorsation of most people who 
are neither prominent officials or 
members of parliament, are set 
forth as follows: . 

“It is to be regretted that there 
was not an opportunity during the 
closing days of, the session to 
discuss Mr. Haycock’s resolution 
proposing a reduction in the 
number of members of the Ontario 
legislature. No country, certainly 
no Anglo-Saxon country, is pro- 
vided wiih such a vast machinery 
of government as we possess, [ 
our population were at least five 
times «#s large as at present we 
could get along very well without 
any increase in the:number of our 
members of parliament, cabinet 
ministers and officials of state. 

“Including senators and mem- 
bers of the legislative councils, 
which exist in some of the 
provinces, we have in all 719 
members of parliament, or about 
one member for every 7,000 of our 
population. These members draw 
every year as sessional allowance 
$531,140, besides mileage, which 
probably amounts to nearly, if not 


| people. Why should our people 


taxed for a quarter of a million 
dollars a year to provide spending 
money tor British Lords and 
superannuated politicians? 

“It our government machinery 
had been framed by the farmers, 
who had to pay for it, rather than 
ay the politicians who live by it, 
many an official would find it 
necessary to ses about earning his 
own liying. This question of over 
government is one of the great 
uestions to be dealt with. 
Kconomy may not be popular 
with the politicians who are ‘out 
for the stuff,’ but it is what the 
people need. The best kind of im- 
migration policy we can adopt is 
to make conditions ot life so 
favorable that people will 
stay here.” 


TAE VUKON RAILWAY DEAL 


The more that is: learned of the 
details of the agreement between 
the Federal government § and 
Messrs. Mann and McKenzie, 
relative to the construction of the 
railway to the Yukon, the more 
indefensibie appears to be the 
action of the government. In the 
tirst place, the contract has been 
awarded by private arangement 
without calling for tenders in 
direct violation of the policy so 
strongly advocated by the Liberals 
when in opposition. The very 
same men whoa year or two ago 
were so loud in condemning the 
expenditure of public money 
without the previou, sanction of 
parliament are today guilty of the 
offence against which they raised 
such an outcry, and the very same 
newspapers which attacked the 
Conservatives are to be found 
now vainly endeavoring to draw 
nice distinctions between what has 
been and what is, 

The terms of the contract itself 
are so liberal as to draw tears 
from the eyes of the snap seeker. 
Twenty-five thousand acres of the 
best gold mining land in the 
Dominion, to be selected by the 
construction company at its own 
discretion, go with every mile of 
road which they build. Mr. 
Jennings, who surveyed the route 
for the government placed the out- 
side cost of construction at $25,000 
per mile, so that in reality Messrs, 

ann & McKenzie have secured 
the right to purchase a big slice of 
the Yukon gold fields at the 
nominal price of a dollar au acre. 
Lest they should be confounded 
with the ordinary miner who 
earns his gold by the sweat of his 
brow, and who pays a royalty of 
10 per cent on his product, a pro- 
vision has been made whereby 
Messrs. Mann and Mackenzie shail 
pay only one per cent by way of 
royalty. In order to prevent 
other people from worrying 
Messrs. Mann and McKenzia by 
building through the Dalton Trail 
Pass, which is the only other 
practical railway route over the 
mountain range, the government 
has given them a_ five year’s 
monopoly—a monopoly infinitely 
worse than the monopolies which 
were cursed on many a Liberal 
platform during the general 
election campaign. The clause 
referring to this portion of the 
arrangement, which has _ been 
omitted in the summary of the 
agreement published in _ the 
government press, is as follows: 

“lor five years from September 
1, 1898, no line of railway shall be 
authorized by parliament to be 


f{constructed from Lynn Canal or 


from any point near the inter- 
national boundary line between 
Canada and Alaska into the 
Yukon, nor shall any aid in money 
oc land be granced tovany other 
contractors for this purpose.” 

Let it be thoroughly understood 
that this is not a matter of the 
construction of a long line of 
railway over a new country, 
where traffic returns are more or 
less of the future.’ The road tobe 
built is only 130 miles long, and 
the traffic is already being hauled 
over its course by manual labor at 
an enormous cost. The very first

$217,000. If Great Britain and 
Ireland had_ proportionately as 
mauy members and cabinet 
ministers as Canada, their mem- 
bers of parliament would number 
about 5,752and their ministers 4:2. 
If the people of the United States 
were proportionately governed 
their cabinet ministers and state 
oflicers would number 756, and 
their senators and representatives 
over 10,000, 

“We have also the governor 
general and Ijeutenant governors, 
who are furnished with residences 
and receive salarias aggregating 
$121,000, The interest on the 
value of the official residences, the 
cost of maintaining them and 
paying the salaries of secretaries 
and attendants cannot be readily 
obtained, but a moderate estimate 
wonld make it not lese than 
$150,000 per annum. This makes 
the total cost of the governor 
general and lieutenant governors 
alone in the neighborhood of 
$300,000 yearly. 

“The business of the governor 
and lieutenant governors is to do 
what their prime ministers tell 
them. They are just so many 
dummies, yet retaining the 
outward signs of their ancient 
powers, Whatever Sir Oliver 
Mowat does except to entertain 
Toronto society, could be just as 
well done with a rubber stamp, 
which Mr. Hardy could carry 
around in his pocket. A rubber 
etontp would, indeed, be preferable 
to a live lieutenant governor, It 
would serve without a $10,000 
salary, and could be housed and 


Scores of companies were 
floated not looking f or land grants 
or subsidies which were willing to 
build this1oad for the profits to be 
made out of it. But for reasons 
that are not at present capable of 
explanation even by the more 
courageous of the party papers, 
the business man has been thrust 
aside while the omnivorous 
magnate manipulates the minis- 
ters, and receives something that 
no ocher person even dreamed to 
ask tor.

THE LATE CAPT. ALLEYNE 


Commented on by “The People.” an 
English Journal 


The ‘People, London, Eng., had 
this to say of the death of Captain 
Alleyne: Capt. Alleyne has died 
suddenly in Canada while leading an 
expedition for surveying and prospect- 
ing in the Klondyke regions, Inquir- 
ies at the residence of deceased at 
Barrowgate road, Chiswick, obtained 
a& complete confirmation of the sad 
news. Mrs, Alleyne only on Thurs- 
day last received a message from the 
captain in which he said he was in 
perfect health. A_cablegram, how- 
ever, arrived on Tuesday morning 
from Edmonton, N.W.T,, stating that 
Mr, Alleyne was serious!y ill, and 
another cablegram received later m 
the day told of his death from pneu- 
monia, following a chill, contracted 
while travelling on the Pacific rail- 
way between Calgary and Edmonton. 
Capt. Edward Wentworth Alleyne 
wasonly 45 years of age, was well 
known, not only as_an explorer, but 
also as an artist. He was a retired 
officer of the 12th Lancers, and a 
prominent member of the Chiswick 
District Council. He was educated at 
Eton and received his military train- 
ing at Sandhurst. He leave: a widow, 
two sons and a daughter to mourn his 
loss, The expedition, which only left 
England last December although 
known by the name of Jielpman & 
Co,, Ltd., was organi.e2 and conduct- 
ed by Capt. Alleyne. It consisted of 
12 persons, and had for its object the 
exploration and surveying along the 
route proposed, which had bitherto 
been unexplored and unsurveyed, aud 
also to prospect the gold in a section 
of the auriferious region of the Yukon 
and Klondyke region, which up to 
the present had been untouched,

FREIGHT RATE REDUCTION 


Does Not Apply in the Case of Mill 
Feed From the North West 


“I don’t think the agriculturists of 
‘WesternCanada are very wide awake” 
said a Rossland man in the Times the 
other day, “Here, in Southern 
Kootenay, nearly all the hay used is 
brought in from Washington, and we 
have to Pay, the duty of $2 per ton, 
Over in Alberta they can raise fine 
timothy hay if they want to, but they 
seem to be content with congn grass, 
which, of course, is only tit for cattle 
to eat.” 

“How about the freight rates from 
these points?” was asked, 

“I don’t think the details of the so- 
called freight reduction to Rossland are 
generally understood, at least as far as 
flour and mill ctuffs is concerned. The 
sjuotations sent in to buyers here are 
based on reduced rates. \But the situ- 
ation 1s this: The rates on these pro- 
ducts from Manitoba points have been 
ved $3 per ton, but the reduction 
does not affect territorial points, 
whence the bulk of milk feed is ship- 

. Even with the reduction from 
anitoba, itis yet about 2 a ton to 
buy in the Territories. The Spokane 
«& Northern is giving a special rate on 
oats, but no reduction on other feed, 
So the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
no competition to meet in this line, 
The bulk of the mill feed used here 
such as oatmeal, oats, bran, shorts 
and chop comes from Aiberta, but the 
flour comes chiefly tron, the Lake of 
the Woods, Ouilvie’s mills in Manitoba 
and Keewatin. The freighi fvom 
Manitoba to Rossland is $18 per ton, 
while from Spokane it is only $7 per 
ton, with the duty of 75 cents per 
tiarre! added. But the Manitoba No 
lhard makes the best bread and is 
used more than tbe Spokane article, 
which is only considered tit for pastry, 
When the Canadian Pacific Railway 
reaches here Rossland will be a com

PROMINENT WESTERN MAN 


SHORT ACCOUNT OF THE LIFE 
OF JUDGE RICHARDSON 


: Judge of The Supreme Court of 
the North West—Twice Appointed 
Admimstiator of tha Governiaent— 
Has Served His Country Well 


From the Manitoba Free Preas. 


Perhaps no one is better known 
hout Western Assiniboia than 
Richardson. In Regina where 

he lives, he isone of the institutions 
of thetown,, A man of methodical 
habits, even his morning walks are so 
constant that it has beco verbial 
that watches and clocks timed 
by the regularity of bis ces 
every day with nang & for 
those among whom he has lived for 
many years, Une would hardly im- 
ne from his hale and hearty car- 
that he bas passed the allotted 

of life, but’ Debrett informs us 

t a Richardson was born on 
July: 21,1826, the son of Enghsh parents 
He was educated at the district gram- 
mar school, of London, Ont. A 
the usual keeping of terms he was 
called to the bar of Upper Canada at 
at Hilary Term. 1847, During the 
troublous times across the 
ust before the Trent affair, the then 
r. Richardson had a great dcal to do 
with re-organizing the first volunteer 
militia rifle company, of Woodstock, 
which he joined as a private, and in 
1845, after 15 years’ service, during 
which he served as major (1864-65) on 
the Quebec frontier nnd was in com- 
mand (1800) of the Sarnia frontier as 
lieutenant colonel, he became a reti 
lieutenant colonel with rank, In 1872 
Mr. Richardson entered the rr. 
meut cf justice, Ottawa, as chief clerk, 
and remained such with intervals as

commission appointed a judge under 
the extradition act, 1887, ‘within the 
North West Terricories.” In 1885 was 
the state trial of Louis Riel, and 
any one who has read the official re- 
rt of that historical event cannot 
‘ail to remark the great care discover- 
edand the acumen shown by Judge 
Richardson on that celebrated occa- 
sion. Indecd the thorough sifting of 
all matters brought betore bis court, 
and the skilful way of ascertaining the 
credibility of evidence, often by a 
single question, are matters of com- 
mon observation; while a quaint and 
dry sort of humor, always good natur- 
ed, would furnish the collector of bar 
stories and anecdcte with abundant 
material. In February, 1887, the 
learned judge received his commission 
as senior judge of the supreme court 
of the North West Territories, In 
September of the same year Judge 
Richardson was by commission ap- 
eet a menrber of the council toaid 
he Lieutenant Governor in the ad- 
ministration of the North West Ter- 
ritories, and his services in this capa- 
city were the subject of favorable com- 
ment in the House of Commons by Sir 
John A. Macdonald and Mr, Alexander 
Mackenzie, when it was ‘stated that 
the very able and well considered sys- 
tem of legislation that had been adopt- 
ed was very largely due to him. A 
year ago Judge Richardson was 
appointed administrator of _ the 
government of the North West Terri- 
tories during the absence of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Mackmtosh, and again 
on the 3rd of January he received a 
similar commission under which he is 
still acting. On many occasions the 
learned judge has received tokens of 
respect and esteem from the public as 
well as from the highest official ranks, 
On one occasion the writer had au 
opportunity of inspecting a big pack- 
age of documents which proved te be 
public addresses to Judge Richardson 
from Woodstock, Prince Albert and 
Regina, congratulater7 letters and 
talegrams on. distinctions shown, 
order? in council, commissions and so 
on, tbe mere recital of which would 
occupy more space than is xt disposal, 
Altogether it can be cofidently said 
that Judge Richardson has served his 
country well, and it is some gratifica- 
tion that-the authorities and the pub-

How Some of the Yukon Parties are 
Getting Along—An Interesting Let- 
ter from John Garnet 


John Garret, formerly of Pincher 
reek, who is now in the goldfields has 
sent a very iateresting letter te a 
friend in Alberta. Mr. Garnet wrote 
from his winter quarters xbout 100 
miles south of Fort ae under 
date December 3rd. 1807. e had 
hoped to have wintered high up on the 
Liard river, but owing to the ice hav- 
ing formed on Great Slave Lake this 

ear much earlier than usual, he deci- 

ed to take no chances, He left Atha- 
basca Landing on September 4th and 
arrived at Cireat Slave Lake on the 
20th, having: travelled 750 miles dur- 
ing that sae When his ode 
arrived at Fort Resolution they found 
that the ice had begun to form. and 
they were detain by head winds, 
The captain of the steamer towed 
them out 18 miles to an island, but 
owing to bad winds they were unable 
to make Hay river before October 13, 
On their arrival, after consultation 
with Mr. Marsh, of the ©.M.8._ mis- 
sion at Hay river, the party decided to 
winter there and had actually com- 
menced the construction of some of 
their buildings when more favorable 
winds set in, which induced them to 
change their plans, aud they accord- 
ingly started off again and reached 
their present lozation. Mr. Garnet 
describes his quarters as comfortable, 
more especially since he and his chum 
constructed a fireplace. They amuse 
themselves during the short Arctic 
days by hauling firewood on a small 
sleigh and stacking it near the shack. 
They economise their supply of pro- 
visions by netting fish from the river. 
Mr. Garnet hoped later on to make a 
trip out and get some game, but he 
very wisely busied himself in making 
the quarters comfortable before doing 
80. ide his party there are four 
others laid u at the same polnt, The 
whole population numbers 21 souls, 
and as they all get along well together 
they haye a fairly good time under 
the circumstances. _ Mr, Garnet desir- 
ed to be remembered to all old friends 
inthe south. Any letters addressed 
to him will be forwarded by Hudson's 
Bay packet from Edmonton,

area of irrigated lands during the 
coming summer.
